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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 6-22, 27-29 and 30 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record teach all the limitations of claims 16 and 27 except for "the control 

program being further configured to receive the operation schedule of the designated air 
conditioners by dragging the selected cells on the monitor" as recited in claim 16, and "receiving 
the operation schedule by dragging and selecting the cells on the monitor; displaying the selected 
cells on the monitor to define the operation schedule" as recited in claim 27. The prior art of 
record (Brown, Jr. et al, US 5,761,083) discloses the controlling of a plurality of appliances 
based on energy consumption, but not receiving the operation schedule of designated air 
conditioners by dragging and selecting cells on a monitor. Although it is well known to provide 
selective control of a plurality of electrical appliances, there is no teaching in the prior art of 
record that would, reasonably and absent impermissible hindsight, motivate one having ordinary 
skill in the art to modify the teachings of the prior art to receiving the operation schedule of 
designated air conditioners by dragging and selecting cells on a monitor. Thus, for at least the 
foregoing reasons, the prior art of record neither anticipates or rendered obvious the present 
invention as set forth in claims 16 and 27.
